Carranza Position Puzzle to 
Diploms. 


Has Not Answered 
Put Before Him. 


| A P. MIGHT WIRE.) 

NIAGARA FALLS (Ont.) May 30.— 
A crisis in the progress of the media- 
tion j ngs was reached tonight. 
While awaiting answers from the 
Huerta government and the United 
States to the tentative plan for a new 
provisional government in Mexico, the. 
question of admitting the Constitu- 
tionalists to the conferences before 
an agreement on protocol is signed 
loomed up as likely to influence the 
decision of the American govern- 
ment on the plans already outlined. 

The mediators called in the Mexi- 
can delegates late today to learn if 
Gen. Huerta had approved the main 
points of the peace plan now before 
him. The Mexicans said they had 
received no reply, but they tele- 
graphed again, urging a quick re- 
sponse. The American delegates also 
reported that Washington had not 
acted on the plan. The South Anieri- 
can diplomats did not broach the 
subject of Constitutionalist repre- 
sentation to the Mexicans nor show 
them the note delivered here yester- 
day by Juan F. Urquidi, a messenger 
of Gen. Carranza. | 

The mediators, it was learned, ex- 
pected to answer the note, publish- 
ing both communications simtitane- 
ously. The three envoys pointed out 
that they had found nothing in Car- 
ranza’s latest communication. which 
could be interpreted as a desire ‘o 
participate in the conferences on the 
subject of pacifying Mexico. They do 
not consider that Gen. Carranza has 
receded from the position which 
caused them to withdraw their 
original invitation.

eaptain of the ship was last seen alive 


on the bridge of his ship. Almost the 
entire crew gave up their lives. The 
word was “Women first,” and mem- 
‘bers of the crew as well as men pas- 
sengers gave up their places to wom- 
en and went down in the icy waters 
with the huge hulk of the liner. 


ing the Empress of Ireland, the 
saloon and second cabin passengers 
were in the majority among those who 
lost their lives. Most of those re- 
rted saved were said to be mem- 
rs of the crew and men of the 
steerage. Capt. Kendall, commander 
of the liner, was picked up from 
wreckage and rescued. " 
Descriptions of the Titanic horror, 
when 1595 persons lost their lives, are 
filled with tales of the heroism of of- 
ficers and crew of the ship. Of 341 
first cabin passengers on the Titanic 
212 were saved, 154 of them women 
and children. Of 262 second cabin 
passengers 115 were saved and all ex- 
cept thirteen of those saved were 
women and children. Capt. Smith 
stood on the bridge directing his men 
at their work of launching the life- 
boats. When the decks had been 
washed away he jumped and was lost 
in rolling waves. The same grave 
claimed many of the captain's heroic 
crew. 

The disaster to the Titanic was 
caused by striking a submerged spur 
of an iceberg. The passengers were 
asleep in their rooms when the crash 
was heard. All were ordered on decks 
with their life belts. The passengers 
as @ rule did got realize the danger 
and it was not until preparations were 
made to lower the lifeboats that the 
full import of the first order was 
realized. The women were ordered 
to the lower deck and the men made 
way for them, essifting them and the 
children to points of vantage. Then 
the erew began filling the lifeboats. 
n was not until twelve of the rafts 
had been filled with women and chil- 
Aren that men were permitted to en- 
ter the boats. Only enough mem- 
bers of the crew left the liner with 


;rapidiy and in less than three hours 
“after the ship had struck the iceberg 
the great liner went down, leaving 
nothing visible except the string of 
‘lifeboats and a mass of wreckage on 
ithe surface of the water, with here 
sand there a human body.

FRIENDLESS, PENNILESS BOY 
CARVES A FORTUNE. 


Passing of President of Fulton En- 
gine Works Discloses Notable 
Example of Pluck in Modest Life.. 
Espoused Divine Right of Every 
Man to Earn Living. , 
James P. McAllister, president of 
the Fulton Engine Works of this city, 


is dead. Funeral services will be 
conducted tomorrow afternoon at 2:30 
at the chapel of Booth & Fitch, 
Twelfth and Hope streets. The fam- 
fly home is No. 119 East Twenty- 
fourth street. 

McAllister, who was one of the 
sturdy manufacturers of Los Angeles 
and conducted his establishment for 
more than twenty years on the Amer- 
ican principle of the open shop, died 
after but four days’ ‘fllness and fol- 
lowing an operation for appendicitis, 
at the age of 72 years. 

He was a native of nn 


Ireland, and at the age of 15 years, 
both his no So havieg died, he 
sailed for America and landed at New 
York with $3 in his pocket. He spent

his first year on a farm in Orange 
county, with his meager savings went 
to Pittsburgh, worked for a time on 
a river boat and then joined the fire 
department of that city as a driver. 
In December, 1860, with the true grit 
of the Irish boy he was, he landed at 
San Fran isco and became a placer 
miner for a few years, with little suc- 
cess. In 1863 he walked across the 
snowclad mountains a distance of 200 
miles to Virginia City, Nev., and ap- 
prenticed himself to the Fulton foun- 
dry. He remained with the same es- 
tablishment for nineteen years, and 
when he resigned in 1882, to take a 
position at Tombstone, Ariz., he was 
general manager of the plant. 

Although he went to Tombstone to 
be employed as a journeyman ma- 
chinist, he purchased the establish- 
ment before he went to work and be- 
came proprietor of the Tombstone 
Foundry and Machine Shop. He was 
a member of the Board of Supervisors 
of-the county when the reward was 
offered for the capture of Chief Gero- 
nimo. 

In 1893 he came to Los Angeles and 
established the Fulton Engine Works, 
named in honor of the men with 
whom he learned his trade, and he 


| was active in its every -day manage- 


ment up.to the time he was taken ill, 
one week ago today. Several years 
ago he in¢orporated his company and 
made it ope of the leading establish- 
ments of the kind in the Southwest. 

To show the appreciation of the 
man for educational interests, though 
his own education had been acquired 
in the elementary schools of Ireland 
and the poor man’s university of 
world-contact, he was a school trus- 
tee in both Nevada and Arizona, and 
in addition to having been Superv isor 
of Cochise county, Arizona, he also 
served four years as treasurer and tax 
collector. 

He was a Mason and Shriner, a 
member of the Gamut Club and of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Too much 
cannot be said of his sterling integ- 
rity and warm friendliness, of his be- 
lief in the independence of every man 
to make his way in the world with- 
out hindrance or unreasonable dicta- 
tion. He had hewn out his dwn for- 
tune and desired every other man to 
have the same chance. 

Besides the widow he leaves one 
son, Frank Allister MeAllister, and a 
daughter, Mrs. C. A. King, both of 
this city. He was also father of Mrs. 
H. IL. Miller of this city, now de- 
ceased. The maiden name of his 
widow was Elizabeth McAllister,

Los Angeles Would Have 
First in Country. 


‘Like the militia, but more local, 
like the constabulary, but more mod- 
ern, is a regiment of citizen. police 
which it is purposed to organize in 


supplement the police department. 
To handle emergencies with 
trained efficiency is to be its first 
duty. It will stand ar a great re- 
serve force ready for instant call, a 
competent, responsible force for the 
city’s safety. 

The need of such an organization 
has been felt in Los Angeles and 
other cities for many years, but it 
remained for Chief of Police Sebas- 
tian to conceive the idea of the 
The plans have 
not been worked out. 

Crises that have arisen in the city 


with alarming rapidity, when the 
chimsiness of the police under its 
d.finite organization was shown, 


made the necessity of such a reserve 
force apparent. In order to assemble 
police power at one point in the city 
it has always been found necessary to 
weaken, if not demoralize the polic- 
ing of the remainder of the city. 

It is to avoid such a disorganiza- 
tion in the regular service of the uni- 
formed police that the citizen police 
body is to be prepared, in readiness 
for service at short notice. 

The system of authority which will 
direct the regiment, that is unique in 
America in its organization, win be 
much the same as that emploved in 
the army. Each of the men in au- 
thority will be a trained disciplina- 
rian ond leader, proved in competency 
to take command under such éexact- 
ing conditions as the regiment must 
face if it is needed. 

The complete Hist of the officers 
nas not yet been an need, it it 
is to be one of splendid strength. 

The service of the tegiment will ie 
entirely patriotic, each mem ber — tn 
ing without nder the @irec- 
tion of the officers, members will 
be trained for service With scrupu- 
lous.care. Fach om eren have had 
previous training, and many of them 
are among tre foremost military men 
in the city, now withdrawn from the 
service and in private work. 

It is to be arranged that this regi- 
ment can be assembled for service

And the mem- 
bers of the regiment will be trained 
for action, concerted or individual. 

The planning of the regiment has 
progressed rapidly. The movement 
has the support of the leading men 
of the city, who are watchful for its 
best interests.

The great packers of the nation 
haven't cut any fractions off beef or 
veal, mutton or pork, because they 
got shiploads and carloads from Aus- 
tralia, the Argentine, Mexico and Can-

influx by shorting the supply in this 
country to the utmost degree and al- 
most precipitating a meat panic right 
in California, here too, where much 
of the supply has been drawn from 
for eastern packing-houses in the 


When the first foreign shipments 
were rushed in the cattle merely 
iped to reduce the shortage. By 


past, 


tthe time this was accomplished the 


surplus in Canada and Mexico was 
pretty well taken up. Prices advanced 
in those countries as fast as they ad- 


which 


venced here, and are now about on a' 


par with American quotations. A sir 
loin steak prior to the tariff sold in 
Los Angeles at 26 to 28 cents a pound. 
Today that priee is as high as 30 
cents. Some reduction, eh? 


Beef Roast Higher. 

A beef roast cost from 23 to 25 
cents on good prime rib cut. Today 
it costs from 24 to 26 cents. All cuts 


of beef show practically an un- 
altered figure. There were quantities 
of Australian beef shipped in which 
sold from 10 to 20 per cent. less 
than local meat, but it failed to find 
favor on account of improper meth- 
ods of refrigeration and handling. 
Further than that the supply was 
quickly taken up from the hands of 
the independent packers and the 
markets in Australia, Argentine Re- 
public and numerous other countries 
are today absolutely in the hands of 
American packers, a fact admitted by 
their local representatives, who are in 
vosition to know. 

Pork and pork products are at a 
pir with last year at this time. It 
is impossible to make some of these 
comparisons at the exact date of the 
opening of the tariff for the reason 
that seasons create changes in quota- 
tions. Lard, for example, is worth 17 
cents a pound to the consumer for the 
best. The price from the packer to 
the butcher ig 13% cents at this 
time and was 13 1-4 cents a year ago. 
Bacon and ham are worth the same 
figures exactly. The packers’ price 
was 21 cents a year ago on average 


ham and today that quotation stands. 


There have been fluctuations in the 
meantime, but if anything, these have 
been for the benefit of the middle- 
man, rather than the ultimate lover 
of ham and bacon for breakfast. 

Mutton has not dropped, Wool*has 
brought the highest figure in years 
and local buyers of wool have been 
unable to fill half of their orders. 
The London wool sales have shown 
advances this year all through the line. 
The only effect in Southern California 
on the drop of tariff on live stock 
of any description has been the loss 
of thousands of dollars of revenue 
along the Mexican border. Cattle for- 
merly brought $3.75 a head and sheep 
$1. Campo, a little border town, that 
once boasted a revenue of $40,000 to 
$50,000 a month during the shipping 
season, has now an income of less 
than that many hundred.

It was expected that Canada, a 
great producer of cheese, butter and 
egen. would pour an immense volume 
of these products across the line, and 
that Los Angeles might get some of 
them. So far there has been no im- 
portation of consequence arriving 
here. Full cream cheese, eastern va- 
rieties, selling fh Los Angeles at 17 
cents last year, aré worth 19 cents 
at this time.

These eggs have sold from 
2 to 4 cents under the quotations on 
local ranch case count: They have 
not caused any declines, however. 
Eggs last year at this time were 
quoted at 23% cents wholesale. To- 
day they are quoted at 23 cents. 

The local market has been af- 
fected by the tariff to the extent that 
instead of using eggs produced in Ne- 
braska, Iowa, Kansas and other mid- 
dle-western States they are using 
eggs produced in China. Already 
the effect of this usage is hav- 
ing a telling effect in China. The 
prices of eggs there are advanc- 
ing and it will not be long before 
they are. on a parity of value with 
the locally-produced eggs. shipmeni 
charges figured in. The only resuli 
here has been unsettling conditions, | 
and should the egg supply in China 
fail, it would mean the highest prices 
Los Angeles has ever paid next win- 
ter, for it would catch dealers with 
a depleted storage supply. Where Los 
Angeles took four cars of eastern 
eggs a day two years ago for storage 
purposes during the months of April 
and May, it has taken about one car 
a day this year, and many of these 
eggs have been placed on the market 
on arrival. 

Butter prices at this time favor the 
tariff to the extent of one whole cent 
a pound. The quotation on créamery 
firsts established by wholesalers was 
20 cents on this date a vear ago. This 
past week it has averaged 29 cents.

Most of them have 
been very sadly disappointed: Last 
year the Angeles quotation on 
the best hard wheat and California 
wheat blended was $6 a.barrel. To- 
day, instead of being from 50 cents 
to $1 less, something promised 
by ardent devotees of Democracy, who 
howled for the strangulation of this 
source of income, the price is higher. 
The same kind of floyr is selling here 
at $6.10. 

One commodity has been - cheaper 
and that is sugar. Where sugar sold 
for fifteen to sixteen pounds for the 
dollar at the time of passage of the 
tariff bill, it has been selling at twen- 
ty pounds for the same sum. The 
housewife is not using enough sugar, 
however, to make up for the increase 
in cost of other productions. Further 
than that, sugar products are higher 
today than ever. Capdy that sold in 
the best stores for 50 cents per pound 
box is today selling at 75 cents and 
the manufacturers blame the in- 
creased cost on the fact that the 
candy girls can only work eight hours 
a day where they worked ten a year 
ago. In instances where men have 
displaced women in this line of manu- 
facture their additional hours have 
called for higher salary and the 
makers have gained little. The fruit 
syrups used at soda fountains, com- 
posed largely of sugar have not de- 
clined and the consumer who paid 10 
cents for a fancy “sundae” a year ago 
is paying 15 cents in most shops to- 
day.

DESPITE TARIFF REDUCTION; FOREIGN TRADE PROFITS. 


Prices Ket Lowered.

ly. And this despite the fact that 
instead of a 40 per cent. tariff, the 
importers are paying only 15 per 
cent. now. There is littl compari- 
son possible in the vegetable importa- 
tion to Los Angeles this year. Mexi- 


co has. been furnishing this communi-. 


ty with large shipments of tomatoes, 
cucumbers, cabbage and similar prod- 
ucts in the past five or six years. 

Prices were higher on all of these 
things -this winter and spring despite 
the fact that the imports were re- 
duced. In many instances, the Mex!i- 
cans have raised their customs to 
correspond. to the reduction made by 
this country. War conditions have 
made impossible the raising of many 
of the crops and when things become 
sufficiently settled in the future to 
pursue the agrarian arts the cost may 
be lower. 


Shoes Cost Even More. | 

The abbrogated duty on leather has 
not brought prices on shoes down in 
Los Angeles. There are more shoes 
selling from $5 to $10 a pair in this 
city today than ever before and every 


shoe dealer in town is telling the 
game story of higher prices fixed by 
the manufacturer because of the 
higher cost of labor, the de a 
supply of hides, strikes and oth 
favorable conditions. 

Woolens are not selling for less ex- 
cept in the case of a few isolated 
shipments of Englidh or Scotch wor- 
steds. The majority of fabrics are 
selling at approximately the same 
quotations as a year ago. The best 
that local dry goods merchants will 
say for the tariff is that it possibly 
has prevented higher prices than 
those already in eXistence. As for 
reducing costs from the figures of last 
year, they declare that there is noth- 
ing to it, 

From all of these facts, indisputa- 
ble by verification of the best authori- 
ties in Los Angeles, it may readily be 
discerned that somewhere, something 
has slipped in the plans of the well- 
intentioned, but poorly-informed 
Democratic refermers and hard work- 
ers in the cause of lower living costs.

IMPORTS INSTEAD OF EXPORTS. 


Commenting upon the outlook, the 
Economist says, in part: “In view 
of the change in the tariff policy of 
the United States, the foreign com- 
merce furnishes the best index of 
trade at present and of the pros- 
pects for the next few months or even 
years. The official statement of im- 
porte and exports for April makes 
possible a‘ comparison of the statis- 
tics from October 1, 1913. to the close 
of last month, the period during 
which the Underwood bill has been 


in operation, and of a similar period 


under the protective tariff. For the 


first time in many years there is an 
excess of 


imports of merchandise 
over exports of merchandise, a bal- 
ance against us of $10,271,872 last 
month, comparing with a balance in 
our favor April, 1913, of $53,618,- 

977. The balance in our favor has 
run off constantly since the first of 
October, 1913, until it has disap- 
peared. We have then, for the seven 
months, a balance of trade in our 
favor of $138,113,148, less than for 
the corresponding seven months in 
the last fiscal year. It is reasonable 
to expect that this process will go 
on for ap indefinite period, and will, 
of course, cause a movement of gold 
from this country. Indeed, such a 
movement is now in progress, 


LOSING AMERICANS’ BUSINESS. 


“This is not the most important 
element in the situation, however. The 
great question is ‘whether importa- 
tions will be so great as to take away 
a large proportion of the  busi- 
ness flow done by American manu- 
facturers.. The tendency is in that 
direction.” 

The reported dividends of the Fall 
River cotton manufacturing corpora- 
tions for the second quarter of 1914 
show a reduction of $38,000 from 
the total of the last quarter, but a 
much greater contrast with the total 
for the fourth quarter of 1913. That 
reduction was $1,028,675. 

The effect of the new tariff upon 
the beet sugar industry is shown, in 
some measure, by the report of the 
American Beet Sugar Company, dis- 
closing a loss of $1,865,000 in gross 
earnings for the year ending March 
31. This company had operated but 


six months under the conditions um- 


posed by the Underwood tariff. So 
dissatified are the growers with the 
new price to be paid for their 
product that there is a falling off this 
year of 19.65 per cent. in the acreage 
from last year.

EXICAN LABOR. 
If the Mexican laborers are to 

saved from the spoilers of work, if they 
are to get a fair reward for their labor, 
they will recognize the fact that the op- 
portunities for turning manual labor into 
sufficient food and clothing and shelter are 
the results of the brain-work of pioneers— 
that the men, foreign or native, who bring 
capital into Mexico and spend that capital 
for opening up its mineral and agricultural 
resources are the real friends of the peon. 

Not Villa with his armies of destruc- 
tion; not Woodrow Wilson, who has iden- 
tified himself with the cause of the rebels; 
not Huerta nor Zapata nor any factiona’- 
ist can raise, single-handed, the civilization 
of a backward country. The progress of a 
nation is the fruit of men who succeed in 
their work whether aided or hampered by 
the actions of their rulers. It is the sum 
‘of a, mass of individual effort. 


In the long run the worker wil win, 
though schemers and dreamers for a time 
get the ear of the multitude. Nations are 
kept sweet by undisturbed periods of work; 
any forcible interruption sours the milk of 
human kindness. The vast unrewarded 
work of the world establishes the theory 
of compensation. We have always had our 
workers and our spoilers of work: those 
who preach class hatred are the worst foes 
of all labor end all promise of prosperity, 
All work is good that is not destructive. 
To destroy is easy. From his latest inter- 
view, published in the Saturday Evening 
Post, the President of the United States 
seems to have allied himself with the spoil- 
ers of work in Mexico. 2 

Certainly Mexico has suffered, ag all na- 
tions have suffered to a greater or less 
extent. The larger proportion of the 
world’s work is hard and painful, and the 
hard jobs are too often paid at lower rates 
than the soft ones. The value of work is 
determined by the competition of buyers 
and for unskilled labor the competition is 


a negative quantity. Especially so in a 
country where 90 per cent. of the people 
come under the classification of unskilled 
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enterprise have helped at least to create 
a limited local market for unskilled labor— 
will only plunge the peons into deeper 
mires of poverty. Sympathy will not pull 
them out if all enterprise is hounded from 
the Mexican republic. Yet the President of 
the United States evidently approves of 
this doctrine, this weeding out of those he 
contemptuously dubs “overlords and aristo- 
crats.” In plain words, successful workers. 
We are fast approaching the era when to 
be a successful worker wil! be to carry a 
stigma of popular disfavor. Those who 
know better are doubly blameworthy for 
encouraging so wicked a misapprehension. |

hatred is an artist in high explosives; the 
man near the lowest rung on the ladder 
will suffer first, should some mischief-mak- 
er light the fuse. 

Lord Kitchener's work in Egypt is the | 
work of one of Wilson’s so-called over- 
lords. Yet through the work of these “hi- 
dalgos, the men who have exploited this rich 
country”. (to use the President’s exact 
words,) the lot of the Egyptian laborer has 
been improved a hundredfold; he is now 
better fed, better housed and better edu- 
cated than he ever was during the many 
centuries when Egypt was kept free from 
foreign “exploiters.” Thousands of acres 
of desert have been turned into fertile irri- 
gated fields, and the whole world supply 
of food and clothing has been increased

Their ears are attuned t 
catch notes throbbing with the dust and 
strife of the Mexican wilderness, inaudible 
to the man at the desk over the longest 
distance telephone.

The mightiest ship is but a splinter, with 
her engines gone and her wireless down. 
The Empress of, Irelan¢ was wrecked on a 
river, and had she not sank so rapidly every 
person could have been saved, as it is re- 
ported that there were more than enough 
lifeboais to accommodate all. 

Further investigations will perhaps lay 
the responsibility on some unlucky head: 
but from the information at hand it appears 
to Rave been a tragedy brought on by the 
fog. But why did not the water-tight com- 
partments work? Why were not the fog: | 
horns blowing and the bells ringing? There 
are precautions, even in a dense fog, that 
vessels have used with suecess. Which 
ship was out of its course? How fast were | 
they steaming? ‘Those are things which, 
when made known, will help in placing the 
responsibility. 

But the blaming, or even the convicting |

England does not deny the right of the 
United States to subsidize its ships by re 
turning the tolls which it insists should be 
collected from them. It is a reductio ad 
absurdum to claim that the United States 
should pay itself for the use of its own ca- 
nal; that it should take tolls from a vessel 
at one end of the canal and return the 
money at the other end. 

Senator Sutherland said that when he 
voted for the exemption law in 1912 he was 
influenced not so much by a consideration 
of the economic policy of exemption, consid- 
ered by itself, as he was by the far more 

portant consideration of the right of the 

erican government to deal in its own 
way with American shipping passing 
through the canal unhampered by treaty 
stipulations. 

The amendment to the repeal bill by 
which there is addéd to it a clause that by 
such repeal Congress does not waive the 
right to re-enact it, or otherwise discrimi- 
nate in favor of American shipping, is sim- 
ply cowardly. If President Wilson had 
based his demand for a repeal of the tolls 
exemption law on economic grounds alone, 
on the ground that the government needed 
the tolls to aid in paying the expenses of 


running the canal, or upon the ground that 


exemption was a subsidy which ought not to 
be granted to ship owners, he would have 
occupied a much stronger and more defensi- 
ble position than in claiming that the honor 
of the nation requires us to concede the 
demand of Great Britain that she be al- 
lowed to participate equally with the United 
States in the benefits of the canal because 
of her construction of the phraseology of a 
eaty which was rendered obsolete and 
nugatory by our. purchase from Panama of 
the ten-mile strip. 

“In the history of free government,” said 
Senator Sutherland, no such astounding 
proposition has ever before been presented 
to a great legislative body as this demand 
of the President that we ehall reserve our 
action ‘without raising the quéstion whether 
we are right or wrong.“ To comply with it 
would be so utterly subversive of every 
consideration of self-respect that even those 
who intend o capitulate will raise the ques- 
tion and make a pretense of justifying their 
action upon defensible grounds before ac- 
ceding to the President’s request.”

From one of the bronze guns that 
went down in Havana Harbor on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1898, with the battleship 
Maine, the Spanish War Veterans of 
Los Angeles obtained enough of the 
metal to cast a bronze tablet.

[New York Times:] Business in 
Porto Rico is in a condition of great 
depression just now, according to D. L. 


Thomson, a consulting engineer of 
San Juan.

alvzed every line of business activity. 
“The banks, which used to be liter-

It is a 
tax so small that nobody feels it. Yet 
it is paid by 300,000,000, and from it 
the British government in In lia raises 
an enormous revenue. So it has been 
with the tariff on sugar. 

JI have just come from a tour of 
Colombia, Venezuela, Santo Domingo 
and other countries about the Carib- 
bean, where sugar is grown and where 
labor is cheap, and I find the peopie 
delighted over the removal of the 
American tariff on the commodity. 

“Santo Domingo is in a position to 
benefit tremend -usiy from the new 
legislation, and American sugar plant- 
ers who have gone there in the last 
few years are in high feather. They 
can import all the labor they want 
from Barbadoes, Guadalupe and the 
other islands of the Caribbean, and 
pay-them 25 to 80 cents a day, and 
with a price of $1.50 for their cane 
they can make all t money they 
want. In Porto Rico the planter who 
gets from 73 to $5 a ton barely makes 
a living, on account of the higher 
cost of labor and the fact that his 
land has been producing sugar for so 
many years that its fertility has to 
be encouraged at great expense in 
order to insure a good vield. In San- 
to Domingo there is virgin soil all 
over the country, and you can make 
a planting of sugar cane here and it 
will keep growing iuxuriantly and 
producing crops for more than twenty 
years.’ 


MORE eee THAN BULLETS. 


American Soldiers A Are More in Dan- 
ger from Typhus Fever in Mexico 
Than from Desperate Enemy. 
[San Francisco Star: J There lurks 
on the upland plains of Mexico a foe 
to American soldiers more deadly 
than the most desperate bond of Mex- 
The foe is the dread 
disease known to Mexican doctors as 
tabardillo, to the Mexican peons as 
“el tifo’’ and to the world as typhus 
fever, writes Congressman Clyde H. 
Tavenner. 

Unless sanitary precautions taken 
by any invading American force are 
unusually good typhus fever will de- 
mand a toll of lives that will make 
American people shudder. It is one 
of the deadliest diseases known, the 
fatalities among victims ranging be- 
tween 25 and 50 per cent. Typhus 
exists today in only three spots in the 
world—in Asia Minor, in Northern 
Africa, and on the Mexican plateau. 

The last case of true typhus known 
in this country existed during the 
Civil War. But the troops of North 
and South were particularly fortunate 
in escaping this scourge, which had 


These things have ost 


decimated the armed forces of every 
previous great war. American and 
British soldiers died like flies from it 
during the revolution. It is one of 
the oldest of contagious diseases, hav- 


ing been called at different times 
“army fever,” “camp fever.“ “jail 
i fever.” “ship fever,” and the like, for | 


it had always broken out where men 
were brought together to live in close 
quarters such as jails, ships and mili- 
tary camps. 

The cause of typhus was discovered 
only in the past five years, and equal 
credit for this discovery goes to Drs. 
Anderson and Goldberger of the Pub- 
lic Health Service. These doctors 
went to Mexico in 1910 to study 
They noted that the dis- 
ease exists only on the high plateau 
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of the Mexican interior and is never 
found in the tropi¢al lowlands of the 
coast. They also noticed that the up- 
land peons wers usually covered with 
lice, while lice cannot live twenty-four 


hours in the heat of the coast coun- |}. 


try. They guessed that the disease 
was transmitted by lice, and subse- 
quent experiments with monkeys veri- 
fied the truth of their deduction. In- 
cidentally Dr. Goldberger was striken 
with typhus and nearly died. 


The work of these men and others, 


however, now makes it possible for an 
American army to enter Mexico and 
escape a general scourge of typhus. 
The secret of immunity is absolute 
cleanliness, and it is likely that the 
army authorities will form a new sort 
of corps for regiments that may in- 
vade the country. The new division 
will be the washtub corps. It is es- 
sential that the soldiers bathe aa fre- 
quently as possible and that their lin- 
en be boiled once a day. There is 
admitted to be danger that typhus 
will be brought to this country by 
troops returning from Mexico, and 
the health authorities concede that 
it is entirely possible to have an epi- 
demic in the slums of the larger 
American cities. Regent studies have 
shown that Brill’s disease, which 
exists among children of New York, 
Chicago, Atlanta, and elsewhere ts a 
mild form of typhus. Simultaneously 
it was discovered that lice were trans- 
mitting RBrill’s disease. But where 
this mild infection can exist it is poa- 
sible for the dread form of ty e to 
spread. 

The discoveries of modern medical 
science since the Spanish War should 
prove to be a wonderful safeguard to 
American soldiers in Mexico. Yel- 
low fever can be avoided by protec- 
tion against mosquitoes. Mosquitoes 
also carry malaria, but recent discov- 
eries have shown that small doses of 
quinine will prevent malaria. Vac- 
cinations for smallpox and typhoid 
are relied upon to prevent epidemics 
of these diseases. Dyrentery can be 
avoided by the use of clean food and 
water.

Time also seems to be a necessary 
factor. We do not digest large events 
quickly. It is only after years have 
elapsed that our tragedies stand apart 
from other circumstances and may be 
treated for what they were. When first 
they occur the people around them see 
the result and not the cause. They

The motion picture has its founda- 
tion on the fact that American people 
demand to see and feel, but this only 
partly covers the casé. Largely their 
popularity, as well as the wide favor 
of short stories, is due to the fact 
that there are more superficial people 
in the world than any — kind. More 
people want entertainment than desire 
instruction. They are like children in 
a cradle who are dy asleep, but 
who have to be rocked to be kept 
asleep. They can bear to see tragedy 
in pictures because it is only a part of 
a bad dream and they know they will 
pass right on to more pleasant dreams 
in the next minutes, but spoken and 
acted tragedy would be too miuch of 
a tax upon them. It might wake 
them up.

It is only after years have 
elapsed that our tragedies stand apart 
from other circumstances and may be 
treated for what they were. When first 
they occur the people around them see 
the result and not the cause. They 
are either too familiar with the facts 
or too stunned by the outcome for

There are then two or three rea- 
sons why tragedies are not at rte eo 
popular. The managers do not give 
them a chance and most of the mod- 
ern playwrights haven't the habit. 


I think I see a good sign in the 
moving pictures.. In their efforts to 
touch enough depth of feeling to hold 
the public, they do not entirely slight 
the general craving for tragedy.

Largely their 
popularity, as well as the wide favor 
of short stories, is due to the fact 
that there are more superficial people 
in the world than any other kind. More 
people want entertainment than desire 
instruction. They are like children in 
a cradle who are already asleep, but 
who have to be rocked to be kept 
asleep. They can bear to see trag 
in pictures because it is only a part of 
a bad dream and they know they will 
pass right on to more pleasant dreams 
in the next minutes, but spoken and 
acted tragedy would be too much of 
n tax upon them.

Now that some of the dreams of the 
Fine Arte League are being realized, 
I find myself in an introspective state 

of mind, superinduced by questions 
that are asked, as to whether it really 
pays to try to do public work; wheth- 
er the public and the artists are suf- 
ficiently appreciative to make it worth 
while to sacrifice one’s personal inter- 
esta and one’s time in their behalf.

ALGIERS, May 10.—One of the 
most interesting and amazing military 
forces in the world is the Foreign Le- 
gion, the proud pogsession of France, 
the boast of the earth’s wastrels, and 
the theme of innumerable needy nov- 
elists and playwrights.

British .Taxation. 

Taxes in England dre heavy and 
evidently. growing more heavy. The 
income tax does not ignore all in- 


comes below $3000 or $4000 a year, 
as ours does. It down to in- 
comes of $850 a year. 
by the rich and prospero 
but by everybody down to the wage- 
worker whose earnings are $70 a 
month or less. It gathers in practi- 
cally all the professional men and all 
except the petty traders. To meet the 
“budget” for the coming year Chan- 
cellor Lioyd George proposes an in- 
crease of the inheritance taxes under 
which estates will be taxed up to 20 
per cent. and a “revision” of the in- 
come taxes under which the maximum 
will be nearly 13 per cent. He also 
presented a plan for the higher taxa- 
tion of “site values” of land as dis- 
tinguished from “improvement val- 
ues.” This is, of course, on the fa- 
miliar principles of the “single tax.” 
Estimating the revenue for the com- 
ing year at $1,003,275,000, he placed 
the necessary expenditure at $1,029,- 
925,000, leaving a deficit of $26,650,- 
000. Nor is this deficit all that the 
British taxpayer to face. Mr. 
Lloyd George further declared that to 
save various municipalities from 
bankruptcy there must be “a readjust- 
ment in the relations of national and 


local taxation,” which would require 
the raising of nearly $23,000,000 more.

Naon, the American capital now has 
the ranking number of Ambassadors 
Serving at any seat of government, 
eleven the total, as against ten ac- 
credited to the other 


rank 

having recently elevated the 
representative to Argentina to the 
rank of Ambassadors, has climbed in- 
to the same class as Italy and Con- 
Stantinople. There are rumors that 
Chile will soon follow the lead of 
Argentina making the diplomatists of 
the highest rank an even dozen, an 
imposing host indeed and surely indi- 

cative of the rapid ascent of 
United States into the councils of the 
nations. In Washington where court 
customs do not prevail except in the 
broadest sense, the Ambassadors gain 
little by their elevation, except the 
honor of transacting affairs with the 
Secretary of State in the most en- 
peditious manner. Mr. Bryan its an 
excéedingly amiable official and few 
experience any difficulty in getting 
his ear, if the importance of the topic 
warrants it. But socially the Ambas- 
sadors at Washington form a privi- 
leged class. A certain coterie of host- 
esses pronounce this government as 
wise and beneficent in thus accepting 
an added number of celebrities so de- 
2 as Mons at banquets and other 
etes.

Recently a member of a firm deal- 
ing in brass and copper filings and 
dust made from these filings asked 
the association if it would be possible 
for paper bags of a peculiar design 
to be made by the blind. which would 


be so perfectly made that none of the 
very fine dust would be One 
bag was to be enclosed in another, 
and the statement was made that the 
firm had previously been compelled 
to buy its bags in Germany at a good- 
ly obst and to pay an import duty. 
No paper bag manufacturer in the 
country would undertake to make 
these bags. One of the blind girls 
was put to work at making them aft- 
er special contrivances to prevent 
mistakes had been made by W. H. 
Long, the blind director of the work- 
shop for the blind, and by Mr. Stamm. 
The firm is well pleased with the 
bags and is now having its entire de- 
mand supplied by the one blind girl. 

Another local firm had for years 
been throwing away as waste matter 
rolls of burlap from sixteen inches to 
three or four feet wide. The larger 
castings and machines which this con- 
cern made had been wrapped in bur- 
lap for shipment, but the smaller 
widths were of no use until it was 
shown to a member of the firm that 
blind women could sew them into 
small bags into which smal! castings 
or bolts and nuts could be placed, 


Since that time 10,000 of these bags 


ed 
in @ campaign to raise funds for thes 


have been made and have given per- 
fect satisfaction. 
One of the local chocolate manufac- 


turers gave the sightless an oppor- 
tunity to wrap chocolates in tinfoil 
with the result that they were s0 
well pleased that they employed one 
of the blind girl permanently in their 
own chocolate works along with see- 
ing girls. She is now making a good 
wage and is more expert than many 
of the people who have the advan- 
tage of sight. 

Painting broom handles, recently 
tried at the workshop, has proved a 
success, and already orders have been 
received from broom supply houses 
for all that can be turned out by 
the blind workman who is 
at that work. : 

Many a youngster who goes to the 
kindergartens of the public schools:

The history of the advance of the 
vast and beautiful district between 
fashionable Wilshire boulevard on the 
north and fashionable West Adams 
street on the south is a record of 
phenomenal activity and growth. It 
is a history paralleled only by that 
of the Wilshire district. The biggest 
part of that history has been made 
in a little over a decade. 


Twenty years ago the owners of the 
high and sightly land in this district 
were more than willing to sell out at 
$200 an acre or less, and, at that, the 
figures were held by most people to 
be purely boom prices. No one ir 
those days wanted high ground, the 
demand being entirely for low, flat 
acreage. Even the keenest of the 
subdividers wanted strictly level lands, 
and the truck gardeners would have 
nothing else.

SAYS LONDON PREACHER. 


ie Campbell Morgan, a Famous London Minister, Be- 


gees Satan Is an Evil Person Presiding Over Fallen 
Delivered His First.Sermon When Thirteen 
Years Old, Preached to Dolls at the Age of Sir. 
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script, Christ said to His seventy 
disciples, ag set forth in Luke, tenth 
chapter and fourth verse. The de- 
cision of my father in this matter 
did not make the world any easier for 
himeelf or the rest of us.” 

There were two children in the 
family of the Rev. George Morgan, a 
son and a daughter. The father con- 
t make a 
living, and was driven Into a com- 
mercial undertaking. There were davs 
of uncertainty and scant contribu- 
tions. The sympathy of the son was 
thus, even in his boyhood, given to 
those who feel the discomforts and 
humiliations of poverty. 

Long years afterward two men, one 
in front of the other, had pews in his 
church. The one had an income of 
$50,000 a year and gave $10 every 
Sunday to the Lord. The other, a 
mechanic. earned $4.50 a week. His 
contribution each Sunday was 25 
cents: “You have no right,“ Dr. Mor- 
gan told him, “to give so much, having 
a wife and five bairns to support. God 
oes not ask it.“ 

With respect to supporting the 

church, Dr. Morgan says: “A tithe or 
a tenth, is all right if it is something 
you feel. If it is something that puts 
you in danger of being dishonest 
(beating the grocer, for mple,) it 
is wrong, and if it is out harmony 
with your own success in life, it is ab- 
solutely wrong. Yet al t a man 
has actually belongs to God, every 
penny of it.” 

“Ii remember nothing of the early 
wanderings of our family,” Dr. Mor- 
gan said to me while speaking of his 
childhood. “‘We lived in many places, 
and in some only s few months at a 
time. From England we crossed the 
border of Wales, coing first to Swan- 
sea and then to Cardiff. My earliest 
recollections, as my mind turns back, 
are of Thomas Jones, the Congregs- 
tional minister in the latter town. He 
was known throughout England and 
Wales as the poet-preacher. Though 
I was but 6 years Old, he made a last- 
ing impression on my mind. 


SERMONIZED AT SISTER'S DOLLS. 


“I was born into a Christian home, 
and at some moment and at some 
Place, Iam sure I accepted, volition-. 
ally, the truth. but 4 cannot fix the 
day. Consequently, there are no anni- 
versarics for me in celebration of a 
new birth. I cannot tell even roughly 
when I became a Christian, nor do I 
remember a time when I didn't mean 
to enter the ministry 

“At 6 I waa preaching to my sistef’s 
At 13 I delivered my first ser- 
mon. It was in a hall and my father 
arranged the service. Since the age 
of 17 I have been preaching steadily. 

“We returned to England when I 
was 10 years old and took up our 
home at Cheltenham. There I en- 
tered Douglas School, the principal of 
which was Mr. Butler. I have sons at 
that school now, and, fortunately, they 
are under the same Mr. Butler. 

“I was a frail lad in those days and 
1 was small. I grew two and a half 
inches after the age of 21. Altogeth- 
er, I remained at Douglas School for 
seven vers, tesching the last two 
years and thus paying my own bills. 
I intended to be a minister, but my 
father was poor and the way was ob- 
secure. Teaching, I thought, might 
provide me with money for a course 
at the university. I went to Birming- 
ham, accordingly, and began prepar- 
ing for a teacher's place in the goav- 
ernment schools. 

“But I was not physically strong, as 
I have said, and the end of a year 
I realized I had made a mistake. Be- 
sides, my parents needed my help. 
My sister had died when I was only 
8, and that was the first great grief 
of my life. I cannot speak of it now 
without a keen sense of loss. I was 
now 17 and obligations were pressing 
upon me, and the road ahead seemed 
ver dark. 

“The Jewish Collegiate School at 
Birmingham was kept by Edward 
Lawrence Levy, Who was a fine man 
and in his day a famous athlete. He 
needed a teach and I went to him, 
becoming in a short time the head- 
master of his establishment. I put 

„ gome money for my course at 
Cambridge. and then a critical situa- 
tien overtook my family and I gave 
my savings to my parents. The days, 
it appeared to me, were growing 
blacker and „lecker with the ministry 
vanishing far away ln the distance be- 
fore me. 

A CRISI8 IN HIS LIFE. 

remained four. years with Mr. 
Levy, preaching regularly, and, al- 
though he was an orthedox Jew, he 
sympathized with my enthusiasm and 
my ambition. One day the expected 
crisis came into my life. As I thought 
my case over I cried out, in the pri- 
vacy of my room: ‘I cannot afford to 
cut loose. I must earn money for my 
parents. If I am to preach, God must 
show me the way. I leave it all to 
Him.“ 

“The next morning I went to my 
classes as usual. Mr. Levy met me in 
the hall and said: ‘I want to see you 
when school closes.’ He wished to 
tell me, I soon learned, that the King 
Edward VI schools in Birmingham 
were knocking the supports from un- 
der all private schools and that ex- 
penses would have to be reduced. My 
work was entirely satisfactory to him, 
but I was advised to seek another ap- 

intment. 

* ‘In your notice,’ I told Mr. Levy, 
see the hand of God. nn quit at 
the end of the term. Hereafter I will 
preach and not teach.’ 

“Yet serious difficulties arose in 
carrying out my plan. I had no in- 
fuential acquaintances. No college 
was behind me. We had moved 80 
often that we had never formed rela- 
tions with any particular church or 
denomination. I was utterly alone. ex- 
cept for Mr. Levy, who was my friend, 
but a Jew. and without influence 

0 Christians. , 
8 — I sat down and wrote 
a letter, which I had printed in the 
form of a circular. I announced that 
it was my purpose to preach and do 
nothing else and offered my services 
as a supply and at special meetings. I 
would expect a home, my traveling 
expenses and as much money as God 
laid it upon the hearts of the people 
to give. I thought of sending out a 
hundred circulars. I sent only a doz- 
en, however, for that. 1 found, was 
the total number of my acquaintances. 


HIS PATHETIC FIRST SERMON.

“I studied very hard at Stone and 
gave up that pastorate for a smaller 
one not far away so that I might have 
more time for work and reflection. I

before, but I realized that I needed 
preparation for the labor I hoped to 
take up in the future. I pass over 
these. battling years. At the age of 
34 I was called to the pastorate of 
New Court Church in London. 
WHAT HE SAYS ABOUT FRIENDS. 

“We talk loogely of friends. Once 
the word friend had real meaning. | 
Now it includes all of one's acquaint- 
ances. Let any man go over the list 
of his friends. He will not require a 
long sheet of paper on which to write 
them down. Perhaps the fingers of 
his two hands will be sufficient with 
which to count them. ‘A friend loveth 
at all times — when one is foolish and 
when one is wise. 

“I had a friend in Albert Swift. He 

me to New York to be assistant 

or at Calvary Church. By and by 

he persuaded me to take a vacation 
in America. I had never enjoyed a 
long holiday in ali my life. When I 
arrived in this country Albert Swift 
arranged a preaching tour in my in- 


terest. So I met Mr. Moody. I have 
been coming to the United States 
ever since. In 1904, I became pastor 


of Westminster Chapel.” 

“You fill your London church twice 
every Sunday and on Friday even- 
ings.” I said. “What is your advice 
to the ministers whose pews are 
never crowded?" 

“Tt is displeasing to talk about 
one’s self. Let me eliminate, there- 
fore, my personality from the an- 
swer I give. Men and women, too, 
need bucking up om Sunday for the 
problems of the week ahead. In that, 
as I see it, will be found the power 
and wisdom of preaching: We need 
more than anything else today that 
our preachers shall be messengers of 
God. Malachi. the prophet, said to 
the priests: ‘Ye have caused many to 
stumble at the law.’ The priests, you 
see, away back there, had failed to 
give the people the right conception 


of the law. There are many types of 


preachers, but all types can fill their 
churches if they will tell the people 
how to meet the questions of life one 
by one.” ; 

“Has hicher criticigm shaken th 
faith of the world in the Bible?“ I 
asked. 

“Shaken is a well-selected word.“ 
Dr. Morgan replied. “No cfiticism, 
high or low, has impaired the faith 
of mankind in the Bible. and only 
among the young has faith been 
really shaken. Personally, although 
I believe in the absolute divine au- 
thority of the Scriptures, I welcome 
scholarly ard reverent criticism, but 
much of the criticism we hear is 
neither the one nor the other. 
Learned men once gaid that Moses 
could not have writteh the Penta- 
teuch because no one knew how to 
write in those davs. 


PROVED THE CRITICS WRONG. 


“Since this opinion was given to the 
world archaeologists have dug up a 
great mass of evidence showing that 
men did know how to write in the 
age of Moses. Scholarship alone Will 
not do.. Critics must also be possessed 
of understanding and common sense. 
‘Vanity of vanitv all “as vanity,’ we 
read in Ecclesiastes. That is a bald 
statement, standing by ‘tself and inter- 
preted literally. We know that there 
is much in this world besides vanity | 
and we must remember, tao. that 
those words were the words of a man 
living away from God.” 

“In the world getting tetter or

I will answer you in a paradox 
by saying that it is becoming better 
and that it is becoming worse. There | 
is more kindness and there is a larger 
faith and at the same time there is 
more sin. And let me add that sin 
is more masterful, more artful, more 
persuasive than ever before, We know 
the truth of God as no age has ever 
known it, and yet there never was a 
time when men.

I am glad to so 
believe—otherwise, I should be com- 
pelled to think the sin of man, often 
terrible, is innately characteristic of 
himself.”

UILBERS TAKE 
OLD GOLF LINKS. 


When the Los Angeles Country Club 
established its links at the northwest 
corner of Pico street and Weste rn 
avenue about fifteen years ago there 
Were those among its members who 
firmly believed that that location, if 
not actually permanent, at least would 
be good for fifty vears to come. The 
site, in fact, had been carefully se- 
lected with the idea of permanency in 
view. The club grounds had already 
been swallowed up in residential de- 
velopment at three other places—first 
at Pico and Alvarado, then at Bur- 
lington and Sixteenth and then at 
Pico and Westmoreland. 

Within a few years after the big 
westward leap, however, Pico and 
Western was a center of development 
that reached in every direction and 
which was gradually surrounding the 
club links. The pastoral atmosphere 
had vanished. Caddies were retriev- 
ing balls ‘rom people's front yards. 
Today at Beverly Hills the club folk 
are again enjoying a breathing spell. 

The club members had no sooner 
made up their minds to move again 
than a syndicate was on hand to buy 
the 220 acres that they had been 
using. Incorporating under the name 
of “Country Club Park,“ the pur- 
chasers immediately set about to de- 
velop fifty acres of the property lying 
along Eighth and San Marino streets. 
The club was ready by 1910 to make 
its greatest hegira and at once the 
new Ceuntry Club Park tract, extend- 
ing from Western avenue on the east 
to Fifth avenue on the west, and from 
Pico on the south to Eighth street on 
the north, was a scene of tremendous 


activity. 
Approximately $500,000 has been 
spent in the improvements in the 


tract, while the sales of lots to date

Nations. which he in his egotism is 
blind to. 

The rattlesnake gets irascible on 
oceasions, Prof. Manley goes on to 
say. He b@comes most cross when 
his vanity has been wounded. But 
he rarely bites a human being ex- 
cept when he is of the opinion that 
his own personal safety requires it. 
Neither does he do out hunting 
trouble. His social instincts lead 
him to seek the same comfort with

cause. 

Dogs are perhaps the most dan- 
gerous enemy the haughty rattler has 
to face. Together with hogs they are 
the only species of animal that are 
almost entirely immune to the 
venom of the rattler. Oftentimes a 
shepherd dog will come out badly 
bitten and used up from his first en- 
counter with a rattler and have to 
taken care of for days ty his master. 
though, he becomes 
wiser, and in due time develops into 
an adept at the art of killing his 
enemy. 


The cat is by far the cleverest of 
all at playing with the ratgler and 
outwitting him at his own game. He 
seems to be aware, too, that puss is 
making fun of him, and she, there- 
fore, succeeds in working him up into 
a terrible rage. She has no trouble 
at all in inducing the snake to coil, 
and then she cautiously stretches out 
a forepaw in his direction. He be- 
comes furious and strikes, but her 
Paw is not there, for of the two the 
cat is infinitely the quicker. 

Coyotes are much the same in 
their dealings with their common 
enemy, playing on the weaknesses of 
the snake for their own pleasure for 
long lengths of time. Horses are not 
nearly so clever or wise in their 
dealings. Ot course, one reared on 
the range will avoid a rattler as a 
mule avoids work, and at the dread 
sound of the rattles will leap and 
shy. -EHastern horses taken West do 
not know so much at * though 
they speedily learn. 

There seems apparently no uni- 
formity in the rattling. If the snake 
is in a bad humor he will rattle even 
when there is no sign of an enemy 
about. Usually, however, he will not 
rattle unless he jis greatly concerned.

Throughout the oil fields east of 
the Rocky Mountains, there is an in- 
terlocking system of lines. supplying 
the various refineries in the Central 
West, mid-continent, gulf coast and 
Atlantic seaboard territories.

“An idea of the widespread sphere 
of the pipe lines is given by an in- 
stance of the length of one system. 
The pipe lines included in this ave- 
tem, while joined together, are 
ated by several companies, but all 
controlled by Standard Oil and ite for- 
mer subsidiaries. Starting from 
around Tulsa, Okla., a trunk line runs 
southeast to the Standard Ou 
Loufsidna refinery at Baton Rouge, a 
distance of about 500 miles. Part of 
this line is operated by the Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company, part by Okla- 
homa Pipé Line Company and part by} 
Standard Oil of Louisiana. Extending 
in a northeasterly direction from 
Tulsa, Okla., a line of the Prairie 
runs to Griffith, Ind., a distance of 
about 700 miles. From Griffith the 
system extends eastward to the At- 
lantic seaboard, a distance of over 
800 miles.

“That was discrimination, but 
in view of all Mat we have officially 
said about the oil trust it hardly lies 
in our mouths to object to it. It ap- 
pears that a considerable amount of 
American property will be practically 
confiscated, but it is the property of 
or in alliance with the oil trust, and 
anything we can say in its defense 
must sound odd in view of all that we 
have said against it. The Kaiser's 
ministers had only to quote at ran- 
dom from a whole library of govern- 
mental denunciations of the trust at 
home and ask why Germany should 
tolerate a concern the United States 
government repeatedly declared to be 
intolerable. We can hardly expect to 
paint our trusts black on the domestic 
side and white on the foreign side.“

We know that 
the theoretical idea of Socialism is 
to reform society by peaceful means, 
while the other malcontents openly 
avow their determination to kill and 
plunder. But when the Socialists are 
in mobs they must be judgei by the 
company they keep. For that matter, 
it is difficult to choose between the 
methods of a school of Socialism or 
a achool of anarchy when the pupils 
rof both simultaneously break into a 
prayer meeting and try to convert it 
into an orgy of agitation. 

There is no possible excuse in this 
republic for the propaganda of an- 
archy or Socialism. The people who 
are most strongly influenced by these 
movements are unintelligent foreign- 
era, who are unfamiliar with Ameri- 
can policies and institutions. They will 
rise superior to their delusions in 
time if the men and women who are 
misleading them for profit are 
checked, as they should be. The best 
course for the authorities is to pre- 
vent incitements to riot and lawless- 
nens. The social discontent which has 
spread all over the world is not to 
be ignored, of course. It is a sub- 
ject for close an intelligent study 
nd wise treatment. The proceedings 
ot the IW. W. and the other anarchist 
bodles are coincident with the too 
general discontent, but are not nor- 
mally related to it.

HUGE STATE DEBTS. 

4tnerease During the Last Decade 

Has Been Much Out of Proportion 

to the Change of Population. | 

[Baltimore American:] The forty- 
eight States of the Union, at the end 
ef the fiecal year, June 30, 1913, had 
an aggregate public debt of $419,157,- 
000, according to figures of the Census 
Office, made public today. Ten years 
ago the indebtedness of these same 
States amounted to but $234,909,000. 
Offsetting the total debt for the last 
sear the States reported $77,033,000 
in sinking fund assets, leaving the ac- 
tual indebtedness 6312.25 1.900.

the slightly more than 20 per cent. 
increase in population in the same 
reriod. Between 1880 and 1902 these 
figures show that the debts of the 
States gradually decerased while dur- 
ing the last ten years there has been 
a very noticeable increase. 

In 1880 the per capita State indebt- 
edness was $5.48; in 1890, $3.37; In 
1902, $2.99, due to rapid increase in 
population and decrease in debt. In 
1913 it has increased to $3.52, due to 
very rapid increase in debt in contrast 
with a much slower increase in pop- 
ulation. Of the present indebtedness, 
about $19,000,000 is floating and near- 
ly $400,000,000 funded. 

The total debt (leas sinking fund 
assets) for Massachusetts represents 
23.2 per cent. of the debt of all the 
States of the United States. Iowa, 
Wyoming and Oregon each has less 
than one-tenth of 1 per cent. of the 
debt of all the States, while in the 
case of Pennsylvania the sinking fund 
assets exceed the total debt. 
~ Vermont, Nebraska and Kansas 
each has only one-tenth of 1 per cent. 
of the debt of the fort-eight States. 
New York enjoys the distinction of 
having 25 per cent. of the total State 
indebtedness. The per capita debt in 
Iowa amount to only 1 cents, in 
Oregon, 4 cents, In Arkansas, Florida, 
lilinois, Indiana, lowa, Kansas, Min- 
nuesota, Nebraska, New Jersey, Ore- 
gon, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, 
Texas, West Virginia, Wisconsin’ and 
Wyoming the per capita dgbt is less $1.

upon person and property and resist 
public authority with deadly weapons 


fer any cause or upon any pretext 
whatever, there is but one thing to do. 
There is treason and rebellion within 
the jurisdiction in which such. things 
happen against the constituted au- 
thority to which all citizens are bound 
to submit, and it must be put down 
without paltering. That is what was 
going on in the mining districts of 
Colorado and there was no more pro- 
priety in criticising the acting Gov- 
ernor for the use of the militia of 
the State as it was used there 
would be in attacking the President 
for employing the armed forces of the 
nation in defending the honor and 
dignity of the government of the 
United States when they are unques- 
tionably assailed, or putting down an 
armed insurrection against its au- 
thority.

fighting each other with weapons, and 
the State has to be called upon to 
intervene with military force, is an 
exhibition worthy of a state of bar- 
barism and not of civilized society. It 
is as inconsistent with well-ordered 
government as it would be for two 
Tival concerns in business, which got 
inte a controversy over their rights or 
the terms of their dealing with each 
other, to resort to violence and get 
into a fight with deadly weapo 
There should be some means of set- 
tling disputes and controversies which 
are liable to lead to such conse- 
quences if left unrestrained by civil- 
ized methods, as much where the 
rights or claims of labor are involved 
as where the interests of capital are 
concerned. What is meaning of equal- 
ity before the law and of democratic 
government, if there is to be such a 
distinction of classes and difference 
‘in the applitation of law? 

Some means must be found for set- 
tling disputes over the terms and con- 
ditions of employment of labor, in a 
peaceable and lawful manner, as cor- 
responding controversies over prop- 
erty rights and business dealings are 
settled, with an authority that is con- 
clusive and binding. If the result is 
not satisfactory to either party in 
such a case their continued relations 
cannot be forced, but each can be 
made to keep the peace. No man 
can be compelled to work for any 
other man or for a corporation against 
his will or on other terms than he is 


| Willing to accept, but those who de- 


sire to work where opportunity is pre- 
sented and on such terms as are of- 
fered aré entitled to protection in 
doing so, and those for whom they 
choose to work are entitled to pro- 
tection from attack upon their prop- 
erty, their business or those whom 
they employ. This is elementary and 
fundamental and shoukl be clearly 
recognized and maintained in legisla- 
tion and the administration of law. 
There should be some appropriate 
means of adjudicating disputes and 
controversies over the terms and con- 
ditions of labor employment for the 
avoidance of strikes. If in spite of 
the result of such an impartial proc- 
cess there ‘should be a refusal to 
work by some or All concerned in the 
disputg, no interference with others, 
Violation of law or disturbance of the 
peace should be tolerated. From such 
statements of fact as have appeared 
there seems to be no doubt that his 
Colorado miners’ strike had for its 
not yield to thé demand that they 
join the, union.

SCHOOLS, CHURCHES AND SOCIAL. 


Aside from the development of the 
land in Imperial Valley, the settlers 
have considered education as the 
most important factor. Every town 
which has sprung into being has been 
provided wiin adequate schooling fa- 
cilities from the start. 

At El Centro there is a beautiful | 
$75,000 High School structure 
equipped with the most modern of 
appliances. This is of frame and 
plaster construction and built along 
the mission order of architecture. It 
has only been completed a short 


time. 

The High School curriculum pro- 
vides courses in practically all of the 
leading academic. and technical 
branches of education customarily 
taught in the largest of our State 
schools. The school has a complete 
equipment for teaching domestic 
science, sewing, cooking, manual 
training and mechanical fting. 

There is a large grammar schoo! in 
the town and in order to take care 
of the rapid increase in the enroll- 
ment a new $30,000 brick grammar 
school is now in course of construc- 
tion. are some 600 pupils at- 
tending the El Centro grammar school. 

Furthering the school work as well 
as providing a place of recreation and 
education, El Centro has a $12,000 
Hbrary building, a gift of Andrew Car- 
negie. is is well stocked with 
the best works of fiction, science and 
current periodicals. There are several 
sets of standard reference works. 
Books are circulated free to the 
townspeople upon their making the 
necessary application. 

Several of the leading church de- 
nominations have houses of worship 
at El Centro. Some of the buildings 
rank among the best of the tdéwn's 
architectural ornaments. 

A number of the fraternal orders 
are represented and several of them 
have erected big business blocks in 
the heart of the town. 

El Centro has two motion picture 
theaters and an opera-house as well 
as assembly halls and other places of 
social . rendezvous. 

The business men are banded to- 
gether in an organization known as 
the Bl Centro Chamber of Com- 
merce to further their interests and 
to protect their members. 

1 Centro is also the headquarters 
of the Imperial Valley County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, an organization rep- 
resenting the county’s commercial in- 
terests and exploiting its agricultural 
and horticultural resources. . 

The town has two daily papers. The 
El Centro Progress is a breezy little 
sheet having the Associated Press 
service and printing its reports every 
morning. The Valley Press is an 
evening paper with the United Press 
service. 

STATE EXPERIMENT STATION. 


About six miles east of El Centro 
in a district called Meloland is an ag- 
ricultural and horticultural experi- 
ment station conducted under the su- 
pervision of the University of Cali- 
fornia’s College of Agriculture. The 
station is in charge of Walter E. 
Packard, M.8S., who has been making 
a very close study of the conditions 

ecting the growth of vegetation in 
the El Centro district. The experi- 
mental farm consists of a $10,000 
plant including forty acres of ground 
and equipment. The putpose of the 
institution is to develop economical 
methods of irrigation, and cultivation 
and to develop new varieties of fruits 
which might especially well adapt- 
ed to the local conditions. The ranch- 
ers of the valley have access to the 
station’s library and can call for as- 
sistamce from the station in the in- 
vestigatlon of plant diseases on their 
farms. 

Much attention has been given date 
culture at the experiment station. Mr. 
Packard is trying to secure a g00d 
commercial variety of the date, suited 
to local conditions from a number of 
seedlings which are growing on the 
farm. These will come into bearing 
shartly. 

The soil and climatic conditions 
surrounding Ei Centro are well suited 
to dates. There is one date grove of 
nine-year-old trees to the southeast 
of El Centro which has returned $500 
per acre to the owner. 

Alfaifa is the leading crop and 
grows with an astounding rapidity. 
It seems well suited to nearly every 
variety of soil in the valley. It is 
this crop which furnishes the basis 
for a large cattle and dairying in- 
dustry which ranks as one of the best 
paying farming pureuits. Alfalfa 
raising is also a foundation for hog 
raising. Hogs have been one of the 
best money “getters” for the last four 
years. 

The almond seems to grow well, 
but this tree has not been planted ex- 
tensively as yet. Some of the apricot 
growers have been clearing as high 
as $400 per acre for their early fruit 
shipped to the East. The Newcastle 
and Royal are popular varieties. The 
artichoke grows splendidly, but is not 
raised on any large scale. Asparagus 
has been yielding very large returns. 
Experimental plantings of sugar 
beets show that beets can be grown 
testing 20 per cent. saccharine mat- 
ter. This should soon become one 
of the leading industries. Many va- 
rieties of blackberries are success- 
fully grown and winter cabbage pro- 
duced around El Centro cannot be 
excelled anywhere. 

CANTALOUPES, COTTON, GRAPES. 
The cantaloupe is eminently adapted 
to this region, as is also the water- 
melon. Last year 182 cars of 


cantaloupes and twenty-seven cars 
of watermelons were shipped from 
El Centro. The important point in 
this culture is that the melons ripen 
very early and are ready for ship- 
ment long before the fruit of any 
other district. Some of the melon 
growers have cleared as high as $300 
per acre, while the average profit of 
the majority is about $100 per acre. 

Every year a larger and larger 
acreage is being planted to cotton 
and the profits obtained in this in- 
dustry have been very good. For 
some time the industry was handi- 
capped on account of a lack of fa- 
cilities, but since cotton gins have 
been erected in all the leading towns 
of the valley many thousands of acres 
have been planted to this crop. 

A few of the most successful cot- 
ton growers have wroduced aa much 
as two bales to the acre. However, 
there is\ hardly any land in the val- 
ley which will not produce one bale 
and from that on up to a bale and 
a half and two bales, according to 
care axd experience of the man who 
is growing the crop. 

Both cotton and cantaloupe crops 
are irrigated and there is no doubt 
that much greater yieldga can be ob- 
tained under irrigation. The favor- 
able climatic conditiong in the Im- 
perial Valley céntribute a great deal 
to make the cotton a very superior 
product. The dry summer air is 
a great contrast to the southern hu- 


midity, where moisture is supplied 
by rainfall. Both the texture of the 
cotton, as well as the size of the 


crop, is greatly improved under the 
conditions of the Imperial. 
Cowpeas and spring cucumbers 


success, 
One of the leading crops d grapes. 
All grapes ripen from two weeks to 
two months earlier than the same 
varieties grown in other parts of the 
State. Imperial Valley grapes com- 
mand the very highest market prices 
on this account. One man in the Ei 
Centro district has cleared $400 on 
an acre of the Persian variety. There 
are no wine pes grown in the 
valley. The ompson seedless and 
the Sultana grapes are the first to 
ripen, generally in the latter part of 
May or early in June. Soil and cli- 
mate are ideal for grapes and the 
vines are remarkably free from dis- 
eases and pests. Crops are unusually 


Hemp has been found to grow 
thriftily. Kamr and Egyptian corn 
grow remarkably rapid, with very 
heavy heads, and mature éarly. 

The Eureka and Lisbon lemon are 
grown to some extent about El Centro. 
The Valencia and navel orange are 
produced in commercial quantities. 
This country is pre-eminently adapted 
to t pomolo or grapefruit. The 
fruit has an unusual amount of sac- 
charine matter and can be eaten when 
picked from the tree without the 
addition of sugar. One man having 
a ranch three miles northeast of Kl 
Centro realized $750 per acre gross 
for his crop of grapefruit last year. 
This fruit is a splendid shipper. 

Lettuce produces satisfactorily in 
the spring and fall. The Heorice 
Plant has been’ found to do well, as 
do also loquat and mulberry trees. 

One of the most promising indus- 
tries is olive culture. The trees:are 
free from scales and diseases, pro- 
duce exceptionally early and have 
very abundant crops. Some 7-year- 
old trees near El Centro produce as 
heavily as 10-year-old trees in many 
parts of the State. 

Onions are a money producer in 
the Imperial. The peanut is adapted 
to local conditions, but is not grown 
commercially as yet.. This also ap- 
piies to chill and red peppers. Per- 
simmons succeeded well and have 
been grown to some extent a the 
pomegranate finds a cofigenial home 
in the valley. 

. Pumpkins, quince, radish, rhubarb, 
spring spinach, squashes, strawberries, 
sweet potatoes, spring and fall to- 
matoes, beans and cauliflower can be 
grown commercially and te a big 
profit. 

Some experiments have been con- 
ducted with. rice culture, Australian 
salt brush, tobacco and sugar cane, 
and it is believed that these crops 
will be produced on a remarkable 
scale before very long. They have 
all been found to grow well with 
proper treatment. 

Added to the commercial - crops 
must be mentioned the fact that Im- 
perial Valley grows a thousand va- 
rieties of beautiful ornamental trees. 
Flowers blossom in every garden 
where they are planted. The people 
are beginning to lay out lawns in 
front of their homes and the country 
is soon destined to become a spacious 
warden of luxurious trees and flowers. 

A METROPOLITAN HOTEL. 


The city of El Centro is soon to 
have a building which will eclipse any 
structure in the valley for ita size, 
Thig is the new Barbara Worth Ho- 
tel, "which is under construction and 
which will be completed by October 
15, of this year. 

Robert M. Taylor, the architect, 
has designed a unique building in the 
Barbara Worth Hotel, after a pro- 
longed study of the conditions of the 
valley. Among the especial features 
which he has introduced is an elabo- 
rate cooling system for the entire 
plant, which will allow the manage- 
ment to guarantee uniform tem- 
perature throughou: 
70 degrees, irrespecti.- of atmos- 
pheric temperatures outside. There 
is also to be an ice manufacturing 
plant in the basement, with a ca- 
pacity for making twelve tons, daily. 
Ice water will be piped to every room 
in the building for drinking purposes. 
An adequate telephone service will al- 
so be installed between the guest 
rooms and the office. 

The Barbara Worth will be a four- 
story structure and will have a base- 
ment. It will contain 123 guest 
rooms, each room to have a bath ad- 
joining. 


Among the other structures are @ 
spacious ballroom and a utiful 
roof garden. On the second an 


elaborate interior patio will be but 
having ar artistically laid-out flower 
garden, with a pretty water fountain 
and statuary. 

A gum of $5000 is to be spent for 
the decoration of the walls in the 
lobby of the hotel. The walls are to 
de painted with beautiful scenes 
taken from the famous novel, “The 
Winning of Barbara Worth,” written 
by Harold Ben Wright. The hotel is 
named after the heroine of the story; 
and the popular author, himself, is a 
stockholder in the company erecting 
the building. 

‘INVESTMENT OPPORTUNITIES. 

There are several enterprises needed 
in El Centro which would add to the 
development of the city. In any of 
these an ®utside investor should real- 
ize a large percentage on the capita! 
he would invest. 

In the first place houses are urgently 
needed. Houses to rent and houses 
for sale are in great demand. There 
is a wonderful opportunity’ for money 
to be made in this business. | 

There are very large quantities of 
scrap iron which are continually be- 
ing collected and which are going to 
waste about El Centro and it is con- 
sidered that a small foundry erected 
for the purpose of utilizing this ma- 
‘terial in the manufacture of window 
weights would find a profitable bus 


ness. 
A small machine shop is also 
needed. There are several garages 


which are greatly inconvenienced by 
having to send to Colton and Los 
Angeles to get their machine work 
done. 

It is affirmed that a sugar factory 
established at El Centro or elsewhere 
in the valley would encourage the 
planting of thousands of acres in 
sugar beets. The only reason sugar 
beets are not grown to a very great 
extent is because the nearest factor-
